Powerball’s other jackpot 


Part of the proceeds to go in school 
fund, but is it a boon for education?

Between casinos, video poker machines and old-fashioned 
horse tracks, people in Illinois have more state-sanctioned 
gambling options than ever before. 

Still, nothing stokes dreams of a multimillion-dollar payout 
quite like a nine-figure lottery jackpot. 

The Illinois Lottery estimates it will sell about $55 million 
worth of tickets for the multistate Powerball jackpot that hit a 
record $550 million Wednesday, as both longtime lottery play- 
ers and rookies shelled out $2 per ticket for a chance to change 
tax brackets. 

Regardless of whether an Illinois resident is a winner, the 
state will come out ahead, said Michael Jones, superintendent 
of the Illinois Lottery. 

“It’s huge,” Jones said Wednesday. “These events are really 
our Super Bowl.” 

But determining who benefits—and by how much—from 
the surge in spending on Powerball tickets in Illinois is diffi- 
cult to quantify. 

Powerball sales for Wednesday’s drawing will generate an 
estimated $22 million for a state education fund, though lot- 
tery officials and people at some educational organizations 


disagree about the overall effect of that money. 

Stores that sell Powerball tickets definitely will make some 
extra money, said Victor Matheson, an economics professor at 
the College of the Holy Cross in Massachusetts who has stud- 
ied lotteries and gambling. 

“This is a good day to be a 7-Eleven owner,” Matheson said. 
“It’s a little bit like an early Christmas for retailers.” 

The $2 it costs to buy a Powerball ticket is split several ways, 
with half of that amount going to the prize fund, lottery of- 
ficials said. 

Five percent, or 10 cents, goes to the retailer, leaving 
go cents to be used for the lottery’s operating costs, plus other 
expenses such as the state education fund and a state capital 
projects fund, officials said. 

Illinois Lottery games generated nearly $640 million for 
the Common School Fund in fiscal year 2012, up from nearly 
$632 million in 2011 and $625 million in 2010. 

But the money generated by the Illinois Lottery makes up 
only a small portion of the state’s Common School Fund. In 
fiscal year 2012, the lottery contribution accounted for about 
ro percent of the fund’s $6.07 billion in total deposits, accord- 
ing to the state comptroller’s office. 

The lottery’s contribution is even less significant when 
compared to the more than $28 billion from all revenue sourc- 
es that was spent on schools in Illinois in fiscal year 2011, said 
James Russell, associate executive director of the Illinois As- 


Besides paying winners and operating costs, a sizable chunk of 
Illinois lottery proceeds goes to a state schools fund.

sociation of School Boards. 

The lottery’s contribution simply takes the place of money 
that would come from other state sources and does not add to 
overall school funding, the IASB says. 

“Does it help? Sure, $632 million does help,” Russell said. 
“But it doesn’t add to what the state is giving to schools.”

Sean Keen was spending about $400 a 
month on his two-pack-a-day smoking 
habit, not including the gas money he spent 
driving from Bridgeport to Indiana for 
cheaper smokes. 

As Cook County smokers stare down the 
barrel of a new $1-per-pack cigarette tax 
hike next year, the 32-year-old is spending 
$95 a month on patches and pills to kick his 
addiction. 

“It had gotten to the point where my ad- 
diction was holding me prisoner, like I was a 
slave to the vice,” he said. “It took me a sec- 
ond to step away from it and say, ‘Holy crap, 
this is controlling me in ways that I really 
don’t like.’” 

But not everyone is looking to ash their 
last smoke as prices go up. 

“T wouldn't quit, I’m not a quitter,” said 
Ariele Duggan, 23, of Humboldt Park. Dug- 
gan, who works at a bar, frequently gets 
deals on packs and began rolling her own 
cigarettes years ago, which is cheaper. 

Still, she knows plenty of people who have 
moved to Chicago and quit because of high 
prices. She doesn’t think those who already 
are used to the prices will stop. 

“People bitch for a few weeks,” she said. 
“But then you feel like a cigarette. Smokers 
are smokers.” 

With an estimated 20 percent of Chicago 
adults lighting up on a regular basis, the de- 
bate about whether to continue the habit is 
in high gear. It really heated up following the 
Cook County board’s decision this month 
to add a $1 increase to a pack of smokes— 
on top of a $1 statewide bump in June. Will 
smokers continue to spring for a pack once 
the hike—which goes into effect March 1— 
brings the price of 20 cigarettes from $11 to 
$12, among the most expensive nationwide? 

“There is that itch in my mind that says, 


“You're going to miss it,’” Keen said. “You're 
going to miss that smoke when you're 
stressed out. It’s going to be there for a 
while.” 

Brock Mitchell, 31, of Logan Square, 
said he doesn’t plan to quit. It’s too much 
of a stress reliever for him. He believes the 
hike is a good idea to deter younger smok- 
ers from starting, but as a smoker himself, 
he isn’t looking forward to the higher price. 
He’s quit a few times but always finds him- 
self going back. 

“Life is life,” he said. “Stress is stress. It 
comes back.” 

It’s unclear whether tax hikes actually af- 
fect the behavior of smokers. Cook County 
officials say they expect $25.6 million in ex- 
tra revenue next year, after accounting for 
those who quit or leave the county to buy 
cigarettes. Historically, the extra revenue 
from tax hikes hasn't stayed constant. When 
the county last raised the cigarette tax by $1 
per pack in 2006, collections initially rose 
by $46.5 million, the Tribune reported. But 
three years later, in 2009, the county col- 
lected $20.4 million less than it had in 2005. 

Cook County Board President Toni 
Preckwinkle told the Tribune editorial 
board in October that the intent of the hike 
is to deter smoking. 

“Cigarettes are the principle cause of pre- 
ventable disease in this country—respira- 
tory diseases and cancer—and the higher we 
increase our cigarette prices, the more we 
discourage particularly young people from 
smoking and save [ourselves] the cost of treat- 
ing people who are addicted to tobacco and 
nicotine for the rest of their lives,” she said.

Quitting time is approaching for Brian 
Ferber, 38, of the West Loop. Ferber started 
smoking regularly in 1997, after the high 
school and college years when most people 
pick up the habit. He worked in marketing 
and spent one or two days a week in bars, 
handing out packs and samples of cigarettes 
for large tobacco companies. 

“It was kind of ingrained in the lifestyle, 
and it was certainly part of the bar scene,” 
he said. 

But now, after paying almost $12 a pack 
for his brand, he’s decided to make it a New 
Year’s resolution to stop smoking a pack ev- 
ery two days. A recent visit home to see his 
mother in Pittsburgh also factored in. 

“My mother hugged me as I was leaving, 
and she said, ‘Promise me you’re going to 
quit smoking,’ ” he said. “I just know that it’s 
right. It needs to end at some point. I’m not 
saying it’s going to be easy.” 

Ferber said while money also is a factor in 
his decision, he still isn’t a fan of the tax. 

“I’ve always operated from the ‘People 
should have choice to do what they want’ 
{standpoint],” he said. “You see how there 
are health concerns. The sin tax is a crutch 
for the government. It seems like it’s gotten 
out of hand.”

Come rain, cold, sleet or snow, smok- 
ers will find a way. 

With the five-year anniversary of 
Chicago’s indoor smoking ban com- 
ing Jan. 1, bartenders say they've seen 
little change in smokers stepping 
outside. 

“If people can afford the $10, 
they are going to kick out the extra 
$2,” said bartender Giuseppe Ceso- 
lini, 30, of Hermosa. From his view 
behind the bar at Quenchers, he’s 
seen little change in the amount of 
smokers. The same people still put 
the coaster on top of their beers and 
step into the bar’s beer garden for a 
break. 

There are ways around the high 
prices, and people are catching on, 
said Josh Patterson, 32, of Hum- 
boldt Park, and also a bartender at 
Quenchers. 

“They will order them online from 
overseas, go to little shops that don’t 
tax, get them from Indiana,” he 
said, also adding that he’s seen more 
people rolling their own cigarettes to 
save. 

A smoker himself, he’d actually 
planned to quit Tuesday, but lapsed 
right back. 

Two other bartenders success- 
fully kicked the habit, and he said he 
would still like to as well, mostly for 
health reasons. 

“'The tax hike} is fine with me. 
I’m trying to quit anyway, but it’s a 
small motivation for me,” he said. 


» It even costs to quit, unless it’s cold turkey. Nicotine replacements such as 
patches and gum aren't cheap. A one-week supply of Nicoderm CQ runs about 
$33 at Walgreens, for example, and 160 pieces of Nicorette Gum go for about 
$66. While many insurance companies cover the cost of some prescription 
smoking cessation pills with a co-pay, without that coverage, it can cost more 


than $100 depending on the prescription.

M-Rahm sticks to his 
script when it comes 
to CTA rides vs. driving

Mayor Emanuel on Wednesday refused to 
back away from his remarks that commuters 
can choose whether to drive or take the CTA 
when fares increase, instead saying his earlier 
comments were misinterpreted. 

“What I said is, [it’s} a choice. People have 
a choice between public transportation and 
private,” the mayor said. “If you’re coming 
from O’Hare, you pay $50 for the cab down- 
town. You can rent a car, which is probably 
close to that. Or you can take the CTA. That’s 
a choice which is much cheaper.” 

That’s not much different from Emanuel’s 
comments Monday, when he was asked about 
a proposed CTA budget that will raise prices 
on transit passes, including shorter passes of 
a few days often favored by tourists and busi- 
ness travelers and the 30-day pass many Chi- 
cagoans rely on to get to work. 

“Public transportation is different from 
driving to work. You will make that choice,” 
Emanuel said Monday when asked about the 
increase to the 30-day pass. 

The mayor’s insistence that the CTA hikes 
are not really fare increases, that public tran- 
sit remains a bargain and that commuters can 
“make that choice” about whether to drive 
became conversation fodder and inspired a 
Twitter account, @RahmSaysDrive. 

Emanuel also pointed out then that the 
standard CTA fare of $2.25 will remain un- 
changed under the budget, unlike gasoline

prices. “Now you, as a commuter, will pick. 
You can either drive to work or you can take 
public transportation, and the standard fare 
will stay the same,” Emanuel said Monday. 

On Wednesday, the mayor noted that 
45 percent of CTA riders pay the standard fare, 
and said his earlier comments were meant to 
illustrate that the cost of a bus or train ride 
would be set while prices of other consumer 
commodities such as gas and milk rise. 

“I did not say or imply that you could just 
drive,” Emanuel said at an unrelated news con- 
ference. “I said there’s a choice. People choose 
public transportation because it’s competitive 
against private transportation. That’s a choice. 
And the service is getting better and improved. 
And that’s my intention.”

Groupon CEO says 
he’d quit if needed 


Groupon Chief Executive Andrew Mason, 
under fire for a plunging company share price 
and tapering growth, declared Wednesday he 
would fire himself if he ever thought he was 
the wrong man for the job. 

Mason, whose performance at the helm 
will come under scrutiny from his board of 
directors during a regular board meeting 
Thursday, said it would be “weird” if they did 
not. But he said he believed the board was 
comfortable with his strategy. 

Shares in the company, once touted as 
innovating local business advertising through 
the marketing of Internet discounts on 
everything from spa treatments to dining, 


“It would be more noteworthy if the board 
wasn't discussing whether I’m the right guy for 
the job,” Mason said in an interview from a 
Business Insider conference in New York. “If I 
ever thought I wasn’t the right guy for the job, 
I'd be the first person to fire myself. 

“As the founder and creator of Groupon, as 
a large shareholder ... I care far more about the 
success of the business than I do about my role 
as CEO.” 

Groupon has shed four-fifths of its value 
since its public trading debut as an investor 
favorite during last year’s consumer dotcom 
IPO boom, and Mason himself has presided 
over a string of high-profile executive

Bel 50 is shaking up the sandwich scene with waffles

vitz was having Off toa 
lunch in France @ good start

“T just kind of had this Aha!’ moment where I 
was like, ‘Waffle. Sandwich. Waffle sandwich.’” 

It was as if all of his experiences with 
waffles — from bingeing on sugary Liege-style 
waffles in Belgium to spotting a waffle shack 
ona Vermont ski slope— spontaneously baked 
together into one great idea. He was going to 
open a restaurant selling waffle sandwiches. 

After nearly two years of research and experi- 
mentation, Bel 50 opened last week in River 
North. The promise of more than a dozen 
waffle sandwiches both sweet and savory was all 
the incentive I needed to clear my schedule and 
eat there for lunch, dinner and dessert. 


This is kind of like 
eating a really big taco 
That was my first thought as | bit into a sand- 
wich. The waffle bread itself is thinner 
than a traditional breakfast waf- 
fle and, to my surprise, not 
at all sweet. Crispy, almost 
flaky around the edges 
and soft in the middle, 
it proved a great 
base for the smoked 
salmon sandwich 
($8.95), which chan- 
neled all the flavors 
of my favorite bagel 
with chive creme fra- 
iche and wispy slices of 
cucumber and red onion. 
The amount of filling was 
thinner than | expected, but 
the waffle bread didn’t overwhelm 
the fillings and vice versa. 

The buttermilk-fried chicken waffle sand- 
wich ($7.95) already is proving to be one of 


the most popular, said Jandovitz. In my mind,

Bel 50 serves its dessert waffles split into 

two pieces, which is pretty awesome for two 
reasons. One, the soft, creamy fillings—creme 
brulee custard, lemon curd, cheesecake 
mousse—don'’t squish out everywhere when 
you try to eat them, which is a pretty amaz- 
ing feat of waffle engineering. Two, you easily 
can split one with a friend, which is a good 
strategy when you've already stuffed your 
face with a full savory sandwich. The tiramisu 
waffle sandwich ($7.95) filled with light-as-air 
mascarpone cheese, chocolate mousse and a 
hint of espresso, was a fun twist on the tradi- 
tional Italian dessert.

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Could Paloma Faith be the next 
British pop singer to go global?

In her native Britain, Paloma Faith performs to an 
average of 5,000 fans per concert. The remarkable 
27-year-old singer, who recently passed 300,000 
Twitter followers, says that during her first US. tour 
she’s been playing to about 200 people per night. 
“Which is kind of strange but also exciting,” says Faith, 
whose latest album, “Fall to Grace,” drops Tuesday in the 
US. after debuting at No. 2 in Britain. “I kind of get [why] 
somebody like Prince does his big arena [show] and then 
does his after-show, which is more intimate because there’s 
something so beautiful about playing in that capacity.” 
Prince has shown his support for Faith, and it’s easy to 
see why her old-fashioned pop songs—which she says aim 
to inject hope into tragic situations —would catch on in 
the States, especially when Americans hear her Adele-size 
voice. Before her September show at Martyrs’, Faith talked 
about fearing no Americans would come to her shows, her 
friendship with Adele and running with the Olympic torch 


in stilettos. 


How do you feel your shows in the States are going? 

Amazing! I’m really astonished because when I was on my way to the 
States I was really worried that nobody was going to come and see me 
play. Because I’m British; we usually err on the side of self-deprecation. 
{Laughs.] I just spent nights going, “Oh God, they don’t even know I 
exist. This is too early for a tour!” But actually there [are] a lot of people 
who have come to the shows who also have my debut album and [are} 
genuine American fans and I feel so happy about it. 


And your new one is on Spotify, so people can hear it before it’s out. 

Yeah, that’s exciting for me. And also I just really enjoy the American au- 

diences I’ve met so far because they give you instant feedback. Whereas 
Paloma Faith in Britain you have to go online to figure out what people thought 

LENNY. GILMOREJREDEYE because they’re a very reserved culture. 


What feedback have you gotten? 

It’s like whooping and cheering. People in the 
middle of the song going, “Yeah! Sing it!” And 
all that. And I love that. 


People in the U.K. don’t whoop? 
No, everyone’s just like [claps politely]. 


Is it a weird transition to go from playing for 
5,000 people to 200? 

No, I’m not somebody who ever gets used to 
a particular position. Every time somebody 
says, “We'd like to take you for dinner,” I get 
excited for a free meal, no matter how many 
times it happens. I come from a background 
of always working. I started my first job when 
I was 14; if I had to go back to working in the 
lingerie shop that I worked at for three years 
selling pants and bras to people, then I would. 
So I don’t feel remotely it’s a step back. I feel 
it’s a luxury because I’m enjoying the intimacy 
and the connection with the people. 


In England, is that something people talk 
about in the music community, breaking out 
in the U.S.? ’'m a big Arctic Monkeys fan and 
have always wanted them to catch on here 
in the same way. 

I think it’s because they use a lot of local 
language and stuff and their accents are 
really strong. So I think maybe people don’t 
relate to that so much. There is talk about it, 
but it is kind of one of those things that’s a 
rarity. It’s very rare for a British act to break 
America. Many have tried, me included. 
Well, this is my first [attempt]. But the gen- 
eral consensus is that Amy [Winehouse] and 
Adele were anomalies, and I don’t necessar- 
ily think that’s true. I just think that they’re 
exceptionally talented and exceptionally 
brilliant and I think that America is very 
good at recognizing real talent. Whereas in 
the U.K. audiences might find someone more 
appealing because they said something funny 
on television. 


Speaking of Amy, | read you were offered a 
spot in her band at one point? 

Not really. I think sometimes in the media 
you say something flippantly and it follows 
you around for years. Basically I was at a 
party when her first record was out which 
was called “Frank” and I met her, and I was 
a big fan straightaway. She liked the way I 
dressed and she came up to me and she was 
like, “Do you play anything?
